bird notes. 


A large number of nests have been found this year. 
Three pairs of chaffinches have built in the garden— one in 
the fork of the laburnum tree on the drive, another in the 
hedge on the way to the kitchen garden, and the prettiest of 
all close by, between the branch of an apple tree and the 
wall. This was an exceptionally pretty structure, made of 
wool very closely set, into which moss and lichens of various 
colours were deftly woven. The outside was cleverly de- 
corated with bits of lichen and bark imitating the tree. The 
whole was ornamented by a few spider’s webs. Inside, the 
wool was even more closely felted than outside, and this was 
covered with hairs amongst which were a few feathers. The 
eggs were five in number, and were streaked and spotted 
with purplish-brown. 

A pair of willow-warblers built at the end of the Terrace. 
The nest was cunningly hid amongst some ivy ; indeed, so 
exactly did the top resemble its surroundings that we should 
never have discovered the nest had we not watched the little 
bird carrying grass in its mouth. In about a month seven 
tiny eggs were in the nest. Three days after we found shells 
broken in a peculiar way, as if some animal had sucked 
the eggs. 

We have also found the nests of a spotted fly-catcher, 
a blue-tit, a golden-crested wren, several hedge-sparrows, a 

jenny-wren, a robin, as well as those of the thrush and the 
black-bird. 


A little earlier in the year the songs of birds were heard 
a ay ong.
